Please review and enter the following remarks summarizing the interview conducted on 
November 17, 2005 with Examiner Kelechi C. Egwim. This statement is being filed to comply 
with the USPTO requirements for a complete and proper recordation of the interview. This 
statement is not to be considered as a response to the rejections of record. A Notice of Appeal is 
being filed concurrently herewith. 

REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was mailed to Applicants' 
representative on November 22, 2005. 

During the interview, Applicants' representative discussed the new matter rejection under 
35 U.S.C § 1 12 and the art rejections with the Examiner. 

Based the arguments presented by Applicants' representative during the interview, the 
Examiner was persuaded to withdraw the new matter rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 
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Therefore, the amendment to formula (16) in claim 1 is fully supported by the specification and 
is not new matter. 

With respect to the art rejections, the Examiner maintained the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 103 over Ikematsu, JP 05059103 or JP 05051406 in combination with Tsujimoto, 
JP 8073515.
